5.  Aesthetics 

The  state  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  law  and  regulations 
require  that  all  junk  vehicles  and  motor  vehicle  wrecking  facilities  be 
shielded  from  public  view.  Junk  vehicles  may  not  be  visible  from  a point 
six  feet  above  the  centerline  of  any  public  roadway. 

The  applicants  have  proposed  some  minim.al  screening  with  a seven  foot 
high  metal  fence.  The  fencing  is  to  be  expanded  as  the  facility  grows  in 
size. 


This  facility  must  be  screened  from  county  road  #376  north  of  the  site 
and  public  roads  east  and  south  of  the  site.  The  extreme  southwest  corner 
of  the  facility  may  not  require  screening  as  a series  of  low  hills  south  of 
the  site  screen  this  area  from  view.  The  west,  north,  and  east  sides  of 
the  yard  will  require  shielding  primarily  from  county  road  #376.  The  east 
side  and  the  east  end  of  the  south  side  will  need  to  be  screened  such  that 
junk  vehicles  will  not  be  visible  from  public  roads  in  Lambert  to  the  east. 
If  constructed  and  maintained  in  accordance  with  Rule  16.14.202  ARM 
"Shielding  of  Facilities",  the  aesthetic  impact  resulting  from  this  project 
should  be  minimal  or  none. 

A minor  positive  aesthetic  impact  may  result  by  providing  a privately 
operated  outlet  for  junked  or  abandoned  vehicles  in  the  Lambert  area.

The  establishment  and  successful  operation  of  this  facility  could  have 
a minor  but  positive  impact  on  all  of  the  above  criteria.  This  facility  is 
a partnership  and  should  provide  some  employment /income  opportunities  to 
the  applicants  and  any  additional  employees  necessary  for  the  operation.  A 
commercial  business  on  this  site  should  provide  a larger  tax  base  than  that 
available  from  the  current  unimproved  agricultural  land  use.

This  proposal  will  replace  a three  acre  unimproved  agricultural  area 
with  a commercial  business  use  if  the  facility  is  expanded  to  the  entire 
parcel.  The  site  is  on  the  west  outskirts  of  Lambert,  Montana  and  is 
adjacent  to  other  commercial  and  agricultural  land  uses.  This  facility  is 


not  expected  to  have  any  impact  on  existing  or  future  land  uses  or  trends. 
Businesses  of  this  type  do  not  typically  result  in  the  formation  or 
expansion  of  other  commercial  or  industrial  support  businesses. 

The  establishment  and  operation  of  a motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility 
at  this  proposed  location  does  not  violate  any  locally  adopted  land  use 
zoning  ordinances  according  to  the  Richland  County  Planning  Office. 

7.  Access  to  and  Quality  of  recreational  and  wilderness  activities 

Approximately  1/2  mile  west  of  this  facility  is  the  Fox  Lake  X7ildlife 
Management  Area.  This  shallow  alkali  bed  lake  approximately  800-900  acres 
in  size  is  locally  popular  for  waterfowl  and  upland  game  bird  hunting. 
Access  to  the  lake  is  not  affected  by  this  proposal.  One  of  the  primary 
access  routes  to  the  area  passes  by  this  facility.  There  may  be  a 
perception  by  some  users  that  a nearby  wrecking  facility  somehow  red'uces 
the  quality  of  the  recreational  experience  due  to  aesthetics.  However,  if 
the  facility  is  properly  screened  and  operated,  this  impact  should  not  be 
evident . 

10.  Demand  for  government  services 

Routine  inspections  by  state  and  local  junk  vehicle  program  officials 
will  be  required  to  assure  that  the  facility  is  being  maintained  and 
operated  in  compliance  with  the  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  law 
and  rule.  There  may  be  a minor  increase  in  demand  for  such  government 
services  as  fire  protection,  law  enforcement  and  solid  waste  disposal  as  a 
result  of  this  proposal.  These  impacts  are  not  expected  to  be  significant.
